St. Paul, Jan. 17.—Senator Horton’s 
bill authorizing tho state capitol com­ 
mission to maintain and operate the 
new building during its construction 
and occupancy, prior to its completion, 
passed the senate Monday night. 
Only four senators voted against it— 
Senators Barker of Tsanta, Naeaeth of 
Goodhue, 
Thorpe of Kandiyohi 
and 
Wood of Todd county. 
Fifty five votes 
were recorded in its favor, after Sen­ 
ator Horton had explained tho bill. 
The bill gives the commission pow­ 
er to hire and discharge all employes, 
and provide for the 
adornment and 
ornamentation of the capitol grounds. 
The board 
is to elect one 
of its 
members as resident supervisor ami 
superintendent of the capitol building, 
who shall have exclusive charge anti 
direction in the management thereof 
subject to the orders and control of 
the board, and who shall receive as 
compensation for his services as such 
resident supervisor and superintendent 
a salary of $3,000 per annum, in lieu 
of all compensation to him as a mem­ 
ber of the board. 
For the proper care and maintenance 
of the building the sum of $75,000 shall 
be set aside 
from the general 
fund 
each year. 
The ac t is to take effect 
from anti after its passage. 
The state capitol commission was 
appointed under the law of 1893, to 
hold office until the completion of the 
building. 
The governor is ex-officio 
a member of the commission, presid­ 
ing at every meeting he happens to at­ 
tend. but he has no vote. 
The legislature may refuse to ac­ 
cept the report of the .statute revision 
commission submitted Monday. 
Senator H. A. Morgan of Albert Lea

GAS FRANCHISE 
W A S NOT GRANTED 


But Ordinance Was 
Laid on 


Table Indefinitely by the 


City Council 


PAVING MATTER WAS ADJUSTED 


Affecting Residents Along Sixth 


Street Where Macadamizing 


was Done Some Time Ago 


While the members of the city eoun 
cil were not long in action list night, 
there was enough of iin|>ortanee he fort 
the body and the matter« were legist at 
ed ia such a manner as to make the 
mooting one of tko most interesting that 
has been held in some time. 
Not tho least imi>ortant of these mat 
tors was the very carefully compiled 
report of City Clerk F. E. Low on the 
present status of tho electric light plant 
in this city and covering a period of de­ 
velopment in the plant from October 10, 
189b, until the present, the full text of 
which is given below. 
Tho proposed ordinance granting to 
Dr. Werner Hematead a franchise to 
operate a gas plant, water workH and 
heating plant found an early death, 
when by a motion made by Alderman 
Opsahl, it was indefinitely laid on the 
table. 
The matter of making some arrange­ 
ment for the future in re the water 
works plant now operated in this city 
by the Minnesota Water W orks com­ 
pany and also wluit action should be 
taken regarding the franchise which ex­ 
pires in 1907 was up again last night, 
and anothor move will be made to do 
cide this knotty problem. 
The rate of interest on all outstand­ 
ing warrants on account of the first dis­ 
trict sewer was fixed at 6 per cent per 
annum. 
The old water works matter and the 
problem of what to do with President 
Tighf and his franchise was an import­ 
ant matter discussed again. 


In the absence of President Johnson 
and Vice President Opsahl Alderman 
F* A. Farrar from the Second was placed 
in the chair. 
Messrs. Johnson and Op 
sahl came in later. The aldermen pres­ 
ent were President Johnson and Messrs. 
Halladay, Gardner, Peterson, Murphy, 
Opsahl, Armstrong, linker, Farrar ami 
M i liar. 
The financial report of City Clerk 
Low for last month was read and a> 
cepted. 
It 
showed 
receipts 
to the 
amount of $2264.78 and disbursements 
$6451.60. 
The bill of Ralph liowe for trans­ 
cribing the testimony in the case of the 
state against Oscar lierg last spring was 
up again la^t night and was finally al 
lowed* The council was at a loss for all 
this time to know whether they had the 
right to payjjthis or whether it was the 
place of the county or city clerk to li<|ui 
date. 
The committee to which was referred 
tho matter of adjusting the rate charged 
Contractor C. B. Rowley for wiring the 
Grandelmyer building reported in favor 
of leaving tho figures as they are. The 
report of tho committee was accepted. 
Alderman Gardner wanted to know 
what right the council had to reduce 
the price for 
one firm, 
citing White 
BrosrSWrthe difficulty they had in the 
Walverman block, and not to pay heed 
to the requests of another. The alder­ 
men who had anything to say regarding 
the matter stated that they thought the 
price for wiring buildings as set by the 
superintendent of electric lights should 
govern, and that it was a mistake to 
make any alterations even in the White 
Bros.’ bill. 
Alderman Opsahl reported that 160 
cords rock had been purchased so far 
this winter. 
A resolution was unanimously adopt­ 
ed fixing the rate of interest at 6 per 
cent per annum on all sewer warants 
account the first district sewer and that 
the city clerk be directed to file with 
tho county auditor and county treasurer 
a certified copy of the resolution. 
Alderman Farrar moved that in an 
ticipation of the collection of the spe­ 
cial assessment for lateral sewer **C 
the council cause warrants to be issued 
aggregating the sum of $584.64, in six 
different groups. 
The motion was car­ 
ried. 
The application of Nick Heller to be 
appointed janitor of the city hall at $10 
per month was received. 
Mr. Heller 
was engaged at this price. 
City Clerk Low at this point read the 
ordinance presented at the meeting of 
the eity council a short time ago grant­ 
ing a franchise to Dr. Werner H i in­ 
stead to build and operate a gas and 
heating plant and water works. 
Not a 
word was said in the way of discussion 
on this matter but Alderman Opsahl 
very promptly moved that the ordinance 
bo laid on the table indefinitely. 
The 
motion was unanimously carried. 


x* 
E. Bernard appeared before the 
council and made a few remarks regard­ 
ing a dumping ground for the city of 
Brainerd, and his remarks were later 
substantiated by Dr. J. A. Thabes. 
lie 
stated that the land which h id been 
used for a dumping ground up to last 
year was owned by th t Park Region 


Land company. This land was 
some time ago and a change in the loca 
tion of a dumping ground had to be 
made. 
Dr. Thabes, health officer, was 
granted the privilege of using another 


p iece of ground not far from the N . P. 
Sanitarium, but now again Mr. Bernard 
tated that he had an offer for this forty 
acres, but offered to sell the sa ae to the 
city at the sauc» figure that h<* had bfcoB 
offered. 
The matter was referred to 
the purchasing committee to report at 
tho next meeting. 
The following report of City Clork 
Low which pertains to the ehctic light 
plant in this city will be of interest. 
The report is self explanatory: 
Office Of City Clerk. 
Brainerd, Minn., Jan. 10th, 1905. 
To the Honorable Mayor and City Coun­ 
cil. 
Gentlemen 
“In compliance to the request of your 
Honorable Body, to furnish a statement 
of the receipts and disbursements of the 
electic light plant, from the time the new 
■mchinery and the plant was practical 
ly re-built, I find the following facts. 
“On October tho 10th, 1H99, the elect­ 
ric light committee was given power to 
secure the services of an expert, to make 
an estim ate of putting in a new flume 
and other changes that was necessary iu 
re-buildinc the plant. This com uittee 
engaged the services of I*. L. I age, of 
Little Falls, Minnesota, who at once 
came to Brainerd, and commenced work 
on the construction of the same, at this 
time the plant was practically valueless 
and all that the eity could get out of the 
material taken therefrom was the price 
paid for old scrap. 
“The valuation of the plant as it stands 
today taken on information of practical 
and reliable information is forty thou 
sand dollars, and on this information I 
have compiled my report as to value. 
“As to the wear and tare of the plant 
this has been placed at •> per cent. I his 
information was also abtained from par 
ties who’s authority - an be relied upon. 
The bonded indebtness of the plant is 
sixty thousand dollars on which the eity 
is paying annually 6 per cent. 
1 he 
amount of out ¡-landing electic light or­ 
ders I have placed at thirteen thousand 
five hundred dollars (approximately) on 
which the city is paying at the present 
time 6 per cent annually for the past 
four years and 
half the amount of 
these out standing orders ha- been as 
high as twenty-two thousand dollars, 
and as low as nine thousand dollars, and 
in placing the amount of out standing 
orders at thirteen thousand five hun­ 
dred dollors 1 think a fair estimate.

PAVING MATTER W AS ADJUSTED 


Affecting Residents Along Sixth 


Street Where Macadamizing 


was Done Some Time Ago 


While the members of tho city coun­ 
cil wore not long in session last night, 
thoro was enough of importance before 
tho body and the m atters were legistat 
ed i i such a manner as to make tho 
mooting one of tho most interesting that 
has boon held in some time. 
Not tho least im portant of those mat 
tors was the very carefully compiled 
report of City Clerk F. E. Low on the 
present status of the electric light plant 
in this city and covering a period of de­ 
velopment in the plant from October IO, 
1899, until tho present, tho full toxt of 
which is given below. 
The proposed ordinance granting to 
Dr. W erner Hemstead a franchise to 
operate a gas plant, water works and 
heating plant found an early death, 
when by a motion made by Alderman 
Opsahl, it was indefinitely laid on the 
table. 
The m atter of making H om o arrange­ 
ment for the future in re the water 
works plant now operated in this city 
by the Minnesota W ater Works com­ 
pany and also what action should be 
taken regarding the franchise which ex­ 
pires in 11107 was up again last night, 
and another move will be made to de­ 
cide this knotty problem. 
T he rate of interest on all outstand­ 
ing warrants (in account of the first dis­ 
trict sewer was fixed at 6 per cent per 
annum. 
Tho old water works m atter and the 
problem of what to do with President 
Tighe and his franchise was an import­ 
ant m atter discussed again. 


In the absence of President Johnson 
and Vice President Opsahl Alderman 
F. A. Farrar from the Second was placed 
in the chair. 
Messrs. Johnson and O p­ 
sahl came in later. T he aldermen pres­ 
ent were President Johnson and Messrs 
Halladay, Gardner, Peterson, Murphy, 
Opsahl, Armstrong, Laker, F arrar and 
Millar. 
Tho financial report of City Clerk 
Low for last m onth was read and ac­ 
cepted. 
It 
showed 
receipts 
to the 
amount of $2264.78 and disbursements 
$6451.60. 
The bill of Ralph Bowe for trans­ 
cribing the testimony in the case of the 
state against Oscar Berg last spring was 
up again last night and was finally al­ 
lowed. Tho council was at a loss for all 
this time to know whether they had the 
right to pay'this or whether it was the 
place of the county or city clerk to liqui­ 
date. 
The committee to which w’as referred 
tho matter of adjusting the rate charged 
Contractor C. B. Rowley for wiring the 
Grandelmyer building reported in favor 
of leaving the figures as they are. 
Tho 
report of the committee wras accepted. 
Alderman G ardner wanted to know 
what right tho council had to reduco 
the price for 
one firm, 
citing W hite 
BrosrSWTthe difficulty they had in the 
Walverman block, and not to pay heed 
to the requests of another. The alder­ 
men who had anything to say regarding 
the m atter stated th at th*y thought the 
price for wiring buildings as set by tho 
superintendent of electric lights should 
govern, and th a t it was a mistake to 
make any alterations even in the W hite 
Bros.’ bill. 
Alderman Opsahl reported th a t 160 
cords rock had been purchased so far 
this winter. 
A resolution was unanimously adopt­ 
ed fixing the rate of interest at 6 por 
cent per annum on all sewer warants 
account the first district sewer and th at 
the city clerk be directed to file with 
tho county auditor and county treasurer 
a certified copy of the resolution. 
Alderman F arrar moved that in an­ 
ticipation of the collection of the spe­ 
cial assessment for lateral sewer “ C ” 
the council cause warrants to be issued 
aggregating the sum of $584.64, in six 
different groups. 
The motion was car­ 
ried. 
The application of Nick Heller to be 
appointed janitor of the city hall at $10 
por month was received. 
Mr. Heller 
was engaged at this price. 
City Clerk Low at this point read the 
ordinance presented at the meeting of 
the city council a short time ago g ran t­ 
ing a franchise to Dr. W erner H em ­ 
stead to build and operate a gas and 
heating plant and water works. 
Not a 
word was said in the way of discussion 
on this m atter but Alderman Opsahl 
very promptly moved that the ordinance 
be laid on the table indefinitely. 
The 
motion was unanimously carried. 


x ' 
I. E. Bernard appeared before the 
council and made a few remarks regard­ 
ing a dumping ground for the city of 
Brainerd, and his remarks were later 
substantiated by Dr. J. A. Thebes. 
He 
stated that the land which had been 
used for a dum ping ground up to last 
year was owned by the Park Region 


Land company. 
This land was sold 
some time ago and a change in the loca­ 
tion of a dumping ground had to be 
made. 
Dr. Thabes, health officer, was 
granted tho privilege of using another 
piece of ground not far from the N. P. 
Sanitarium, but now again Mr. Bernard 
stated that he had an offer for this forty 
acres, but offered to sell the san e to the 
city at the same figure th at he had been 
offered. The m atter was referred to 
the purchasing committee to report at 
the next meeting. 
The following report of City Clerk 
Low which pertains to the electic light 
plant in this city will be of interest. 
The report is self explanatory: 
Office Of City Clerk. 
Brainerd, Minn., Jan. 10th, 1905. 
To the Honorable Mayor and City C oun­ 
cil. 
Gentlemen:— 
“In compliance to the request of your 
Honorable Body, to furnish a statem ent 
of tho receipts and disbursements of tho 
electic light plant, from the time the new 
achinery and the plant was practical 
ly re-built, I find the following facts. 
“On October tho 10th, 1899, the elect­ 
ric light committee was given power to 
secure the services of an expert, to make 
an estimate of putting in a new flume 
and other changes that was necessary iii 
re-building tike plant. 
This com uitteo 
engaged the services of P. L. Rage, of 
Little Falls, Minnesota, who at once 
came to Brainerd, and commenced work 
on the construction of the same, at this 
time the plant was practically valueless 
and all that the city could get out of tile 
material taken therefrom was the price 
paid for old scrap. 
“The valuation of the plant as it stands 
today taken on information of practical 
and reliable information is forty thou 
sand dollars, anti on this information I 
have compiled my report as to value. 
“As to the wear and tare of the plant 
this has been placed at 5 per cent. This 
information was also abtained from par 
ties who’s authority can be relied upon. 
The bonded indebtnoss of the plant is 
sixty thousand dollars on which the city 
is paying annually 6 per cent. 
The 
amount of out standing electic light or­ 
ders I have placed at thirteen thousand 
five hundred dollars (approximately) on 
which the city is paying at the present 
time 6 per cont annually for the past 
four years and 
half the amount of 
these out standing orders has been as 
high as twenty two thousand dollars, 
and as low as nine thousand dollars, and 
in placing the amount of out standing 
orders at thirteen thousand five h u n ­ 
dred dollors I think a fair estimate. 


was desirous of an adjustment, which 
he finally succeeded in getting, 
fie ex 
plained to the council that this tax b e ­ 
came delinquent on .January I, 1904 and 
in a short time now they would go into 
judgm ent unless the fight was carried 
into the courts, which would likely be 
the course. 
He stated that tho situa

Auditor Iverson was aware of the facts.

Affecting’ Residents Along Sixth 


Street Where Macadamizing

What Is believed to be the* world’s 
record on ten steers was recently made 
by *1. IU ( ’armil of Oklahoma tit the 
Baseball park in San Antonio, Tex., in 
the world’s championship roping con­ 
test between bim and Flay McGona- 
gill. McGonngill is the popular punch­ 
er and roper of San Angelo. These two 
men, acknowledged the best in the 
business, met in contest before ti crowd 
of 3,000 people, says the San Antonio 
Express. 
Each man roped ten steers. Carroll 
made the remarkable time of fl minutes 
and t> seconds. 
MeGonagill, who bad 
hard luck on three* of bis steers, took 7 
minutes tine! 5*5 3-5 seconds for bis ten. 
McGonngill made the best time on an 
individual steer, getting bis fifth in 25 
seconds. Carroll’s best time was on bis 
last steer, which be got In 2*5 seconds. 
Tile world's best time for ten steers is 
not known, but it is believed Carroll’s 
ti minutes and I) seconds reduces it, 
whatever lf is, by many seconds. 
Both men were In magnificent form, 
all the horses used did work which sug­ 
gested almost human knowledge of the 
game, and the steers, with a few excep­ 
tions, were wild enough to suit the 
most critical. 
McGonngill used three horses, bls po­ 
nies Rowdy, Sunflower and Rambler. 
Carroll used but two horses. Red Buck 
{iud Jack Hill. The latter and Rowdy 
showed themselves past m asters of tile 
art of roping, and many an envious 
eye was cast toward these cow ponies 
by the hundreds of punchers present 
who had come off the range to set* the 
contest. 
More than once Rowdy and 
Jack Hill prevented a steer getting on­ 
to bis feet again lifter the throw by 
hauling aw ay and backward from the 
animal, thereby keeping its head down 
and draw n back, while the agile cow­ 
boys tw isted the band rope quickly 
about the flying legs, 
The roping began promptly at 2:30 
o’clock and continued to the finish 
without a bitch. Not a steer was crip­ 
pled. not ti rider was spilled and not a 
complaint w as registered by any one. 
MeGonagill and Rambler did pretty 
work on the Texan’s eighth steer, al­ 
though the time was only 45 2-5 sec­ 
onds. The steer was a fast one, but 
Rambler was faster and got alongside 
before the fence corner was reached. 
A hard filii resulted, and MeGonagill 
was off like lightning and after the 
steer's legs. Before be could reach them 
tilt* steer tried to get up. tju h k as a 
lhtsli the ponx' swung bis weight on the 
rope ii ut I side stepped to draw the ani­ 
mal's head hack. MeGonagill did the 
rest. 
Mounting his favorite horse. Rowdy, 
a ten-year-old that has helped win 
nearly $5<MH>0 in prizes. MeGonagill 
made up for three bad breaks by get­ 
ting his ninth steer iii 2*5 2-5 seconds 
and his tenth in 2*5 3-5 seconds. 
In 
both the steer was thrown after a hard 
run to tho far corner of the field.' The 
work on both of these was quick and 
sure. 
On the ninth steer MeGona­ 
gill took 9 3-5 seconds from the time 
he quit his horse until he threw up 
his arms. 
When the Texan went aft­ 
er his tenth steer a mad race to the 
fence in the fur corner ensued. 
Just 
tis it looked as if both horse and steer 
were going crash, bang into the fence 
MeGonagill threw his rope. 
Ile got the 
steer by o i k * horn. 
The pony stopped, 
but the steer did not. 
He sailed over 
the fence like an antelope, the rope 
jerking loose .as be landed on the other 
side. 
It w as ruled that tins did not 
count, and {motlier steer was turned 
out. 
MeGonagill got bim in quick or­ 
der. 
A feature of the work of both men 
Sunday was the rapidity with which 
they tied their steers. 
MeGonagill cut 
down bis total time iii this manner in 
nearly every instance. 
While lie did 
the quickest work in this regard on any 
one steer, his average was not better 
than Carroll, who made a remarkably 
quick tie on each steer and on two took 
IO seconds from the moment he dis­ 
mounted. 
Neither man broke :i rope 
during the contest, although each had a 
rope slip off after the steer had been 
lassoed. 
Carroll's record for the day was the 
subject of much comment and praise, 
On only one steer did be take over a 
minute and in that case broke over the 
J mark only I’ seconds. 
One steer took 
i him over od seconds to get, and one 
took him -ll seconds. 
The other seven 
he got in less than 40 seconds. 
MeGonagill begun tin* sport and Car­ 
roll followed, after which they alter­ 
nated. 
The man from oklahom a be­ 
gan in whirlwind time, getting bis first 
steer in 2*5 2-5 seconds. 
He was riding 
bis famous horse Red Buck, which be 
used for bis first four events. 
For the 
last six steers be rode Jack Hill, an­ 
other star cattle pony. 
On bis first 
five steers Carroll simply dbl perfect 
work. 
Ile went after the animals like 
a shot out of a gun. threw them bard 
and while lits pony held them or drag­ 
ged them to keep them from getting up 
he tied them with lightninglike speed. 
Carroll’s first fall-down from a phe­ 
nomenal record was on his seventh 
steer, which was somewhat tame, aud 
got up twice before lie was thrown 
and held down. The visitor took 50 1-5 
seconds for tills steer. 
On his very next steer Carroll show­ 


ed that he had not lost his form. 
Ile 
got after a fast runner, but overtook 
him Just before he reached the corner. 
After being thrown the steer got up, 
but the heady puncher and bls foxy 
pony galloped around blin and turned 
him over backward. 
Carroll made 
tin* tie in IO seconds and took only 
32 J Ti seconds for the whole job. 
It was on Ids ninth steer that Car­ 
roll broke over a minute. 
It was a 
freak case. 
The steer, a wild little 
black, 
broke over 
the 
line like ii 
shot and made straight for tin* time­ 
keepers’ table. 
The crowd around the 
table minke a wild scramble for the 
gate to the bleachers, but the brave 
judges stood, or, rather, sat. their 
ground. 
Carroll was almost on top of 
tile steer, and it looked like a dinned 
to break every record on the hooks. 
But the steer stopped and peered at 
tile scattering crowd. 
Carroll almost 
rode him down, and before ids pony 
could adjust himself to ;i quirk step 
the steer bad made a quick turn and 
was gone. 
Carroll caught him about 
the middle of tin* field, but got hid 
rope on one horn only, and It slipped 
off. 
The second trial, near the corner, 
brought down the steer, but the time 
w as I minute and 2 seconds. 
As if to make up for his break, Car­ 
roll got his next steer in 2*5 seconds, 
as good time as lie has ever made. His 
steer w as«i wide horned, long coupled, 
wild, fast animal. 
Carroll made a 
beautiful, perfect throw and dropped 
the steer about two-thirds of the way 
from tin* pen t* the far corner. 
Car­ 
roll w as on the ground with his rope 
in his hand in an instant.

What, is believed to be the world’s 
record 011 ten steers was recently made 
by J. K. Carroll of Oklahoma at the 
Baseball park in San Antonio, Tex., in 
the world’s championship roping con­ 
test between him and Clay McGona- 
Kill. McGronagill is the popular punch­ 
er and roper of San Angelo. These two 
men, acknowledged tiie best in the 


b u s i n e s s , met in contest before n crowd 
of ii.000 people, says the San Antonio 
Express. 
Each man roped ten steers. Carroll 
made the remarkable time of B minutes 
and P seconds. 
McGonagill, who had 
hard luck on three of ids steers, took 7 
minutes and Mí 
seconds for Ids ten. 
McGonagill made tlx* best time on an 
individual steer, getting ids fifth in 2.3 
seconds. Carroll's best time was on ids 
last steer, which he got in 2*5 seconds. 
The world’s best time for ten steers is 
not known, but it is believed Carroll’s 
0 minutes and Í) seconds reduces it, 
whatever it is, by many seconds. 
Both men were in magnificent form, 
all the horses used did work which sug­ 
gested almost human knowledge of the 
game, and the steers, with ¡1 few excep­ 
tions. were wild enough to suit the 
most critical. 
McGonagill used three horses. Ids po­ 
nies Rowdy, Sunflower and Rambler. 
Carroll us(*d but two horses. Red Buck 
iiud Jack Hill. The latter and Rowdy 
showed themselves past m asters of the 
art of roping, and many an envious 
eye was cast toward these cow ponies 
by the hundreds of punchers present 
who had come off the range to see the 
contest. 
More than once Rowdy and 
Jack Hill prevented a steer getting on­ 
to ids feet again after the throw by 
hauling aw ay and backward from the 
animal, thereby k ey in g its head down 
and draw n hack, while the agile cow­ 
boys twisted the hand rope quickly 
about the flying legs. 
The roping began promptly at 2:30 
o’clock and continued to the finish 
without a liiteh. Not a steer was (“rip­ 
pled. not a rider was spilled and not a 
complaint w as registered by any one, 
McGonagill and Rambler did pretty 
work on the Texan’s eighth steer, al­ 
though the time was only 43 2-3 sec­ 
onds. The steer was a fast one, but 
Rambler was faster and got alongside 
before the fence corner w as reached. 
A hard fall resulted, and McGonagill 
was off like lightning nnd after the 
steer's legs. Before he could reach them 
the steer tried to get up. Quick as a 
flash the pony swung his weight <>11 the 
rope and side stepped to draw the ani­ 
mal's head hack. McGonagill did tlie 
rest. 
Mounting his favorite horse, Rowdy, 
a ten-year-old that has helped win 
nearly $3<),(HiO in prizes. McGonagill 
made up for three had breaks by get­ 
ting his ninth steer in 2(5 2-3 seconds 
and his tenth in 2(5 3-3 seconds. 
In 
both the steer was thrown after a hard 
run to the far corner of the field.' The 
work 011 botli of these» was quick and 
sure. 
On the ninth steer McGona­ 
gill took Í) 3-3 seconds from the time 
he quit his horse until he threw up 
his arms. 
When the Texan went aft­ 
er his tenth steer a mad race to tin* 
fence in the far corner ensued. 
Just 
as it looked as if both horse and steer 
were going crash, hang into the fence 
McGonagill threw his rope. 
lie got the 
steer by one horn. 
The pony stopped, 
hut the steer did not. 
He sailed over 
the fence like an antelope, the rope 
jerking loose as he landed on the other 
side. 
It w as ruled that this did not 
count, and another steer was turned 
out. 
McGonagill got him In quick or­ 
der. 
A feature of the work of both men 
Sunday was the rapidity with which 
they tied their steers. 
McGonagill cut 
down his total time in this manner in 
nearly every instance. 
While In* did 
the quickest work in this regard 011 any 
one steer, his average was not better 
than Carroll, who made a remarkably 
quick tie 011 each steer and on two took 
10 seconds from the moment he dis­ 
mounted. 
Neither man broke a rope 
during the contest, although each had a 
rope slip off after the steer had been 
lassoed. 
Carroll's record for the day was the 
subject of much comment and praise. 
On only one steer did he take over a 
minute and In that case broke over the 
mark only 2 seconds. 
One steer took 
1 him over 30 seconds to get, and one 
took him 41 seconds. 
The other seven 
he got in less than 40 seconds. 
McGonagill began the sport and Car­ 
roll followed, after which they alter­ 
nated. 
The man from Oklahoma be­ 
gan in whirlwind time, getting his first 
steer in 2(5 2-3 seconds, 
lie was riding 
his famous horse Red Buck, which lie 
used for his first four events. 
For the 
last six steers lie rode Jack Hill, an­ 
other star cattle pony. 
On his first 
five Ntt*ers Carroll simply did perfect 
work. 
Ho went after the animals like 
it shot out of a gun, threw them hard 
and while his pony held them or drag­ 
ged them to keep them from getting up 
he tied them with lightninglike speed. 
Carroll’s first fall-down from a phe­ 
nomenal record was on his seventh 
steer, which was somewhat tame, and 
got up twice before he was thrown 
nnd held down. The visitor took 56 1-5 
seconds for tlds steer. 
On his very next steer Carroll show­ 


ed that he had not lost his form. 
lie 
got nftsr a fast rnnner, hut overtook 
him just before he reached the corner. 
After being thrown tin* steer got up, 
but the heady puncher and ids foxy 
pony galloped around him and turned 
him over backward. 
Carroll made 
the tie in 10 seconds and took only 
32 4-5 seconds for the whole job. 
It. was on Ids ninth steer that Car­ 
roll broke over a minute. 
It was a 
freak case. 
Tiie steer, ¡1 wild little 
black, 
broke over 
tin* 
line like n 
shot and made straight for the time­ 
keepers’ table. 
The crowd around the 
table tna<V* a wild scramble for the 
gate to the bleachers, but the brave 
judges stood, or, rather, sat, t'Dvr 
ground. 
Carroll was almost on top of 
the steer, and it locked like a chanca 
to break every record on the hooks. 
But the steer stopped nnd peered at 
the scattering crowd. 
Carroll almost 
rode him down, nnd before his pony 
could adjust himself to a quick step 
the steer had made a quick turn and 
was gone. 
Carroll caught him about 
the middle of the field, but got his 
rope 011 one horn only, nnd it slipped 
off. 
The second trial, near the corner, 
brought down the steer, hut the time 
was 1 minute and 2 seconds. 
As if to make up for his break, Car­ 
roll got his next steer in 2*5 seconds, 
as good time as lie lias ever made. His 
steer wnsm wide horned, long coupled, 
wild, fast animal. 
Carroll made a 
beautiful, perfect throw and dropped 
the steer about two-thirds of the way 
from the pen t* the far corner. 
Car­ 
roll was on the ground with his rope 
In his hand in an instant. 
Before lie 
got to the struggling steer the animal 
tried to get up. 
Jack Hill, his pony, 
came to the rescue then, dragging the 
steer about live yards. 
In the mean­ 
time Carroll had hog tied it. Il was 14 
seconds from tin* time the flag fell till 
Carroll quit his horse and 12 seconds 
from then until he threw up ids arms.

ALTITU D E AND T H E BLOOD. 


Aft**r Test* K ip ertn K»>* Pressure 
I'Txll* a* One Goes Higher. 
Careful scientific tests were recently 
made by medical experts at Colorado 
Springs to determine whether the blood 
pressure, like the pujse. increases with 
altitude, says a Denver special dispatch 
to the New York Times. The subjects 
employed were young and healthy stu­ 
dents of Colorado college, and the tests 
were unusually thorough in character. 
The results, it is asserted, show that 
twenty-two healthy adults of an aver­ 
age age of twenty years, ¡it rest and in 
sitting position in Colorado Springs, 
presented a slightly lower blood pres­ 
sure than the same number under the 
sam e conditions did at the sea level 
and th at these latter when taken to 
the top of Dike’s peak had a lower 
blood pressure than th at observed a t 
6,000 feet, while after three and a half 
hours spent on Dike’s peak the average 
blood pressure was found to have fallen 
lower than when they first arrived. 
The average pulse rate increased as 
the tension became loxver—that is, a 
pulse of 80 a m inute at Colorado 
Springs became a pulse of 86 on Dike’s 
peak and after three and a half hours 
rose to 99, while a normal blood pres­ 
sure of 130 in Colorado Springs fell to 
121 on reaching the summit, and three 
nnd a half hours later it had fallen to 
118.
